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E ARE quite used to seeing 
churches and cathedrals on 
stamps. It takes a very un- 


usual looking church or an 
unusual story connected with the church 
so pictured to arrest our attention. How- 
ever the new Norwegian stamp showing 
a picture of a “Stavekirk” will arrest 
anyone’s attention. This stamp is of the 
20 ore value and is an upright rectangu- 
lar 24mm x 30mm, which is a little 
larger than a regular size United States 
stamp. The perforation is 1344. The 
stamps are printed in dark red and the 
picture of the Church is remarkably 
clear. It is in a rural setting with tow- 
ering mountains in the background and 
a rustic stone wall in the foreground 
with a gate opening to the Church. 

The Stavekirk on the stamp is typical 
of just a few of these ancient churches 
which remain in Norway. They are 
built of logs which are red brown with 
age and applications of tar. They are 
very peculiar looking, resembling an 
Eastern pagoda more than a Christian 
Church. To describe their appearance 
is very difficult. They look like a small 
log house of considerable height or its 
area to which has been attached helter- 
skelter little peaked extensions resem- 
bling dormer windows. The whole is 
topped with a peaked cupola and a 
spire. The appearance is that of a care- 
less conglomeration of gables and 
dormers. The peaks are decorated 
with grotesque carved wooden heads. 
So many of the carved heads resemble 
dragons that they have been called 
“Dragon Churches.” 

The interiors are very dark. Originally 
there were no windows at all, glass not 
being known when they were built. The 
walls, doorways, and furniture are elabo- 
rately carved. Peculiar as it may seem 
the subjects of many of the carvings are 
ancient pagan myths. The nave is nec- 
essarily very small and almost square. 
The aisles run around it on all four 
sides. The first row of dormers form 
these aisles; the second row above forms 
the gallery. 

There were originally over three hun- 
dred of these churches. They were all 
built before the Reformation and were 
originally Roman Catholic. The ravages 
of time and fire has reduced their num- 
ber to about twenty. These are now 
carefully preserved as National Monu- 
ments. 

The origin and meaning of these 
churches is an intriguing mystery. They

are like no other Christian architecture. 
Some think they were built after the 
patterns of ancient pagan temples of the 





country. If so that would explain the 
pagan carvings. Others incline to think 
that they are imitations of Byzantine 
architecture which the Viking seamen 
saw at Constantinople and when they 
came home modified to meet the needs 
of the country. If this is true the dragon 
heads may have been made by carpen- 
ters who were used to decorating Viking 





7c, 8c, 9c and $1.00 Presi- 
dentials Are Announced 


For August 





The Post Office Department an- 
nounced last week that in August will 
be issued four more values of the 
new regular series portraying the 
former Presidents. The 7c Andrew 
Jackson will be issued August 4th, 
the 8c Martin Van Buren will appear 
August 11, the 9c William Henry 
Harrison on August 18 and the $1.00 
Woodrow Wilson on August 29th. All 
will be issued at Washington, D. C., 
on those dates and at other post 
offices later as they are needed for 
postal business. The usual rules for 
first day cover senders apply and col- 
lectors are again asked to send cov- 
ers for each stamp separately and 
any remittance for unused stamps 
should be sent to the Philatelic 
Agency and not to postmasters. The 
appearance of the $1.00 stamp at this 
time, rather than in sequence of de- 
nominations is believed to be a move 
to spread the expense to collectors 
over as much time as possible and 
avoid the three dollar values appear- 
ing within a few weeks of each other.

ships with their pagan carvings. There 
are still others who think that the 
carvings resemble those of the Irish and 
may have been brought in by Celtic 
missionaries. The only churches in the 
Christian world even slightly resembling 
them are the wooden churches of Jasina 
in Czechoslovakia. They are built of 
logs and on similar lines but not as 
elaborate or ornate. One of these Jasina 
churches may be seen on the 60h Czecho- 
slovakian stamp of 1928. It is interest- 
ing to compare the two stamps. These 
Jasina churches are supposed to have 
been influenced by Byzantine architec- 
ture. 


It is very doubtful if the origin and 
complete meaning of these Norwegian 
Stavekirk will ever be agreed upon. 
That, however, does not prevent the 
specialist in Religious Stamps from get- 
ting a real thrill out of these stamps the 
mystery of which only adds to their 
striking and unusual beauty. 


Iowa Stamp August 24 





At the same time the Dept. announced 
four new Presidential stamps, it was 
also announced that the new 3c Iowa 
Centennial stamp would be issued on 
August 24 in connection with the open- 
ing of the Iowa State Fair at Des Moines 
on that date. From two sources comes 
word that the design will be a likeness 
of the first capitol building of the then 
new territory. The building still stands 
at Iowa City, first capital city. Size 
and color of the new stamp were not 
announced. 

The Iowa Territory Centennial Com- 
mittee has submitted a view of the old 
capitol to the P. O. Dept. to use as a 
model for the design. They also recom- 
mended the first day sale at the Fair

On this first day of issue, 
the Wilmington office cancelled stamps 
on 225,617 first day covers, indicating 
again that cities other than Washington 
are popular with collectors as first day 
of issue points. 





Precancel Regulations Again 
Modified 


An order dated June 27th over signa- 
ture of Third Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral Ramsey S. Black again modifies the 
precancel rulings of March 9th and 
June 4th. The new ruling advises that 
after July 1st those precancel users de- 
siring to continue use of precancels above 
the 6c denomination may use a rubber 
stamp to imprint the initials and date 
on precancelled stamps above the 6c 
denomination. The rubber stamp must 
be of type the same size as that of the 
precancellation and indelible ink must 
be used and furthermore the printing 
must be “clear and bold.” (We wonder 
just how long a rubberstamp matching 
B-11 will meet these requirements.) 

Permit holders who because of the 
new restrictions plan to discontinue use 
of precancels, may use stamps on hand 
without imprinting initials and date. 
Postmasters after July 1st may not sell 
precancels above the 6c denomination to 
permit holders unless the users plan to 
print the dates and initials. 

Another addition states that the im- 
print may be below the precancellation 
if there be not sufficient room to place 
it above. 

Perhaps to settle doubts in many users’ 
minds, the notice advises that upon 
mail requiring 6c or less in postage more 
than one stamp may be used, happy 
news to precancel collectors as it means 
coil pairs and blocks will still appear.

The United States One Cent Stamp of 
1851-1857 is the title of the newest 
addition to United States reference 
works. This book is the first of two 
yolumes to be published on these stamps. 
The author is Stanley B. Ashbrook of Ft. 
author is Stanley B. Ashbrook of Ft. 
Thomas, Ky., though special chapters 
were written by Elliott Perry, Clarence 
Brazer and Mannel Hahn. Published by 
H. L. Lindquist, 2 West 46th St., New 
York City, the first volume is priced at 
$3.50. Considering the scope of the 324 
page book, the price seems low, espe- 
cially when it is realized that the book 
was produced only at tremendous ex- 
pense for the many photographs used to 
illustrate every possible variety of the 
stamp. The preface explains how this 
was accomplished. Saul Newbury, Chi- 
cago collector who is greatly interested 
in these stamps, having underwritten the 
expense of illustrating without hope or 
thought of repayment. The book will be 
of interest to the student of stamps, as 
it presents in minute detail the story of 
manufacture and issue of the first U. S. 
lc stamp. Collectors who have long 
puzzled over the various catalog types 
of the stamp will be interested to read 
how these plate varieties occurred due 
to the extensive re-working of the 
plates, a story told as stated before in 
complete detail. The story of the rare 
Type I is fully told, as it existed as one 
position of one plate first used for the 
imperforate stamp. To the collector who 
loves to search for plate varieties, the 
stamp has always been a rich field for 
study and the book will be of great help. 
Also of interest are the details of postal 
rates, essays and proofs and a history of 
the engravers. The book is without 
doubt the largest and most compre- 
hensive volume yet published upon any 
one U. S. stamp. 





Postal Revenues Larger 





On July 7th Postmaster General Far- 
ley reported postal earnings for the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1938, were slightly 
in excess of last year’s total of $726,000,- 
000. 1938 revenues were thus higher 
than any year in the history of the De- 
partment. The report stated that “gains 
in the smaller communities throughout 
the country offsetting the losses in the 
larger industrial communities.” 

(Editor’s Note—With all those new 
stamps being issued, we don’t see how 
there could possibly be a deficit. Wash- 
ington, D. C., might resent being termed 
a “smaller community” though as it 
should have shown highest gain.)

Illustrated is the lowest face value 
stamp ever issued. Indo-China is a 
French Colony on the Gulf of Siam and 





its stamp issues for many years have in- 
cluded some very low valued stamps. Its 
unit of currency is the piastre, which 
even in the best of times is worth only 
25c or so. 100 cents equal one piastre 
and it would appear from this that even 
a lc stamp would be so low in face 
value as hardly to be worth printing. 
Yet the colony has and still does issue 
stamps for a fraction of a cent, such as 
4/5c, Yac, 2/5c, 1/5c and even 1/10c. 
This last at best would cost just one- 
fortieth of a cent in U. S. currency. 
Imagine the result of paying postage on 
a heavy letter with these 1/10c stamps! 


A subtle indication of the way things 
are going in Germany is indicated by 
the inscription on the Austrian “An- 
schluss” stamps of “Ein Reich, Ein Volk, 
Ein Fuhrer” whereas the 5 mark stamp 
of pre-war days was inscribed “Ein 
Reich, Ein Volk, Ein Gott.” 





Balbo Essays Discovered 





A new variety of the three-part stamps 
issued by Italy for use on mail carried 
by General Balbo’s trans-Atlantic flight 
has just come to light. The Philatelic 
Magazine records this stamp with the 
right-hand portion overprinted in two 
lines “VOLO DI RITORNO—New York 
—Roma.” It is explained that the Ital- 
ian Consul-General in New York over- 
printed several sheets of the stamps on 
instructions from Air Minister Balbo, 
the intention being to use these on let- 
ters (as the overprint indicates) for the 
return flight. U. S. postal officials re- 
fused to permit the stamps to frank 
mail leaving this country so the stamps 
were not issued or affixed to return flight 
mail, and were forwarded to the archives 
of the Air Ministry in Rome. The P. M. 
says they remained there “until recent- 
ly,” so copies can be expected to reach 
the market. They however can be classed 
only as stamps prepared for issue but 
not put into use. 


Among house organs recently received 
is Gimbels Stamp News, a mimeo- 
graphed publication of the famous de- 
partment stores. Sandwiched among of- 
ferings of latest issues are some brief 
items on the stamps of various coun- 
tries. 


Four British Colonial rarities to appear 
in a July Harmer sale were the Natal 
King Edward 5, 10 and 20 pound stamps 
all mint, the latter stamp cataloging 
$3750 by Gibbons and unpriced in 
Scott’s.

Editor’s Notebook 


ANON MOUS Several years ago there 
FIND 3 was considerable of a 

fuss made when it was 
discovered that much alleged error ma- 
terial of current U. S. stamps being 
widely offered was in reality printer’s 
waste stolen from the Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing. One dealer’s stock 
of these, you may recall, was confiscated 
at the Atlantic City A. P. S. Conven- 
tion. Therefore with this in mind as 
well as those famous back door sales of 
imperf material in 1933-34 it is neces- 
sary that philately for its own good 
demand that all newly claimed “errors” 
be fully authenticated. Obviously with 
all the partly perforated material let 
out any such offered is open to question 
as to its really being an error. 

Only a few months ago another paper’s 
columnist recorded his having seen a 
full sheet of 400 of the current 2c rotary 
press stamp. This stamp was never is- 
sued in this manner, perforated or im- 
perforated and was issued perforated 
only in sheets of 100. It is patent that

no sheet as large as 400 could have been 
sold in error, so it appears the Farley re- 
issues of 1935 did not cover all clandes- 
tinely issued varieties. 

For years the catalog has given listing 
and numbering to imperf or part perf 
varieties when invariably the source of 
the variety was not generally known or 
recorded. Such general claims as “found 
in Iowa at a small office,” etc., are of 
no worth and themselves should increase 
the suspicion with which such varieties 
should be regarded. 

These remarks are prompted by re- 
ports of the finding of vertical pairs of 
the 1c Franklin of the 1926-27 rotary 
issue with horizontal perforations miss- 
ing, by “a Pennsylvania collector who 
desires to remain incognito.” Why in- 
cognito? The average collector when 
finding such a variety would rush to 
shout the news to all and sundry, yet 
here is a finder who shuns the light of 
recognition. We see no reason why the 
finder of an error on a U. S. stamp 
should choose to remain anonymous and 
even decline to name the office where 
the variety was found in the stamp 
stock. Unless of course the variety was 
not issued in a regular manner. Under 
the circumstances we fail to see why 
catalog recognition is not withheld from 
this and all other varieties of like nature 
whose history is not known. Since 1934 
it has become clear to all that the mere 
fact of a stamp being imperforate or 
partly so is no indication that it ever 
reached the light of day through a post 
office and in error. There’s a whale of a 
difference between printer’s waste and 
errors.

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William Howard Taft 





TWENTY-SEVENTH PRESIDENT—1909-1913 


Born at Cincinnati, Ohio, Sept. 15, 
1857. Died March 8, 1930. Taft was 
another lawyer to eventually reach the 
high office but strangely he prized his 
later appointment as Chief Justice more 
than his term as President and stated 
that he considered the judicial post the 
higher honor. Taft graduated from Yale 
in 1878, second in his class, and after 
graduation from Cincinnati Law School 
became law reporter on his half-brother’s 
paper there, the Times, and later for the 
Commercial. In 1881 he entered politics, 
being assistant prosecutor of Hamilton 
County (Cincinnati) and in 1882 and 
1883 was collector of internal revenue 
there. From 1887 to 1890 he was a 
judge of the Superior Court of the state 
and though re-elected accepted the ap- 
pointment of Solicitor-General in 1890 
by President Harrison. From 1892 to 
1900 he was a judge of the newly cre- 
ated Circuit Court of Appeals, resigning 
in 1900 to undertake the institution of 
civil government in the Philippines. He 
organized the government there and be- 
came popular as a colonial adminis- 
trator. In this connection he founded 
the Philippine post offices and postal 
service. In 1904 he became Secretary 
of War, leaving this in 1906 to become

temporary civil Governor of Cuba when 
the U. S. intervened in the civil strife 
there. In 1908, backed by Roosevelt, 
Taft was elected President, decisively 
defeating the perennial candidate, Wm. 
Jennings Bryan. In 1912 he was again 
a candidate but Roosevelt splitting the 
Republican vote, both were defeated. 
During his term of office he continued 
Roosevelt’s policies in general but sev- 
eral scandals in the government caused a 
wide breach in 1913. At the time Gif- 
ford Pinchot, then head of the Forestry 
Bureau of the Dept. of Agriculture, made 
serious charges against the Secretary 
of the Department, whom Taft upheld. 
Popular opinion sided with Pinchot. On 
retirement from office Taft became Pro- 
fessor of Law at Yale. President Hard- 
ing appointed him Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court in 1921, a post Taft re- 
tained until ill health forced him to re- 
sign only a month before his death. Taft 
during his term as President established 
the Postal Savings Bank system, and 
the Parcel Post System and his Post- 
master General, Frank H. Hitchcock 
was an enthusiastic supporter of the idea 
of air mail, though planes then could 
fly but short distances and many ridi- 
culed the idea. To the energetic Hitch- 
cock is due the numerous pioneer mail 
carrying flights of 1911-13. On Sept. 23, 
1911, at Garden City Estates, Long 
Island, he personally handed the first 
pouch to Earle Ovington, first air mail 
pilot. Taft’s first and only appearance 
on our stamps has been the 4c stamp 
issued in 1930, only three months after 
his death. He will appear again on the 
50c of the new issue. 


Monaco Uses Chalky Paper 


The new Monagasque set portraying 
Prince Louis is printed on such chalky 
paper that the surface of the stamps 
have the appearance of having been 
rubbed with a piece of white chalk. 
While stamps on chalky paper are not 
unusual, these new stamps from Monaco 
are the most heavily coated we’ve seen. 
Collectors will have to use care in 
handling these stamps, particularly used 
copies. 


No longer will folks be able to claim 
they would see such-and-such “once in

tablished in Floyd County, Kentucky, 
named BLUE MOON. 
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Russian Commemoratives 


Persistent rumors have been heard 
that Russian commemorative stamps are 
aot issued at Russian post offices; that 
residents of that country may not use 
commemoratives on mail, etc. Recently 
the Philatelic Magazine of London asked 
its readers for any information they 
may have on the status of Russian Com- 
memoratives. A number of replies indi- 
cate that Russian commemoratives are 
issued to the general public and 4re 
used on commercial mail. Like so many 
other countries the quantity issued at 
post offices is however restricted, but 
the stamps themselves are accepted as 
postage without restriction and are fre- 
quently encountered on commercial 
mail. One explanation why the stamps 
are not seen oftener is that most com- 
mercial mail is sent by government of- 
fices (since all commerce is government 
controlled) and these use meters much 
of the time.

Cuba issued two stamps 
in 1934 to commemorate the centen- 
ary of his birth and ever since has

Looks like a rubber handstamp did this 
secondary imprinting and altho it is 
fairly lined still is not exactly lined up 
with the first imprint. And that is the 
way a lot of this secondary imprinting 
will be, only many times worse and all 
in all a nice mess. I am still hoping 
that the whole thing will be dropped. 
In the above case the secondary im- 
printing was not mandatory but was 
used no doubt as a little advertising 
stunt.

PRICES 


As has been the case when any new 
set of any size at all has been released, 
prices are somewhat higher than they 
were in the same values in the previous 
issue. In some few instances this is 
justified for some reason or other but in 
most cases there is no reason at all for 
the raise in price save that the dealer 
takes advantage of the collector in his 
hysteria to get the new ones as they 
arrive. The dealer should curb his in- 
clination to raise prices just because he 
can get the price today, for several rea- 
sons, one most vital to him is his future 
business and the other is the future of 
the hobby, both factors that concern us 
all. The grave danger in a dealer charg- 
ing a customer too much for the new 
stuff is his finding out that his collection 
has appreciated in value little or that in 
a couple years he could buy the same 





stuff for less. Consequences: a lost col- 
lector and all the “anti” propaganda he 
can put out. A little common sense on 
the dealer’s part could have avoided all 
this. This discourse on the other hand 
is not a tout for the something-for- 
nothing boys, and does not mean that a 
dealer should sell his good stuff at a 
cent apiece just to appease such ilk, for 
such collectors are little more of an asset 
to the hobby than the over-charging 
dealer. Right now is the time for the 
dealer and collector to use a goodly dose 
of common sense with the dealer’s turn 
to lead. 


No Permits to Collectors 





Continuing its campaign to stop all 
sales of precancels for collection pur- 
poses and to bar the use of precancels 
intended for stamp collectors the July 5 
Postal Bulletin carried another warning 
to postal employees as follows: 

“It has come to attention that persons 
and concerns are attempting to obtain 
precanceled stamps of various offices for 
collection purposes, either by applying 
to postmasters at such offices for per- 
mits to use precanceled stamps or 
through purchase direct from permit 
holders thereat. 


Attention is renewed to the order of 
March 1, 1937, instructing postmasters 
not to issue permits or sell precanceled 
stamps to patrons of other offices in 
order that matter may be mailed at 
such offices to enable the addressees of 
the matter to obtain precanceled stamps 
of the several offices for collection pur- 
poses, or to any person or concern en- 
gaged in selling, trading, or collection 
of precanceled stamps. 

The permit to use precanceled postage 
stamps issued to any person or concern 
will be withdrawn by the Department if 
such person or concern should not com- 
ply strictly with the conditions govern- 
ing their use or should sell precanceled 
stamps either before or after they have 
been used.” 


Rhodesian Stamp Profits 





As recorded by La Rue Applegate in 
the New York Times, Southern Rho- 
desia’s postal administration reported a 
profit for the year 1937 of approximately 
$439,350. 1936 profits totalled a little 
less than $181,000. The difference is 
credited to the quantities of the Corona- 
tion issue sold to collectors in 1937. 
This is the colony’s record surplus.

John Lowman of Mansfield, Ohio, 
asks how he may differentiate between 
Scott Nos. 730, 731, 735, 750, 751, 766, 
767, 768, 770, and 769. These are the 
lc and 3c Chicago imperf sheets of 25, 
the Byrd sheets, and the 1c and 3c 
Parks souvenir panes. The first five 
numbers are the numbers assigned to 
these when originally issued at the va- 
rious stamp meetings for which they 
were intended. The second five numbers 
are the ones under which they are again 
listed with the other “Farley” re-issues 
of 1935. We never have understood why 
they were listed in two places. True the 
Farleys were sold in full sheets contain- 
ing a number of small panes as origin- 
ally issued, but it would seem logical to 
mention or list these added varieties 
only in the Specialized Catalog and then 
under the first set of numbers. There is 
no way to tell the Century of Progress 
and Byrd sheets apart, as all three were 
on both occasions issued ungummed. 
The only difference of the two Parks 
sheets is that originally they were gum- 
med and when re-issued were not, but 
that hardly warrants a separate num- 
ber. Our advice to the collector is to 
ignore one number, place one sheet in 
your collection and forget the rest of 
the listing. If you want to have all 
possible combinations, a gutter pair of 
sheets or blocks from the Farleys would 
round out your collection. We suppose 
some one will come forward charging 
there is a difference of shade, but this 
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is pure imagination and there is no dis- 
cernable worthwhile difference between 
the two printings. The gum on the back 
of the first batch of Parks will make 
them look a little different but not 
enough to list as a separate number. As 
to why they are listed twice, we can 
answer that when we know why so many 
other things are listed in the catalog, 
some of them definitely not postage 
stamps, or distinctive issues. 





The first sheet of 3c Constitution 
stamps was sold to Charlotte Morris, 
descendant of Robert Morris, signer of 
the Constitution. 13 homing pigeons 
were to have been released at the time, 
each pigeon “homing” to one of the 
capitals of the thirteen original states 
and having one of the stamps in a pel- 
let attached to its leg. 





A writer in Mekeel’s claims that sev- 
eral changes were made in the engrav- 
ing of the new 1%c Martha Washing- 
ton stamp after the pre-first day photo- 
graphs had been distributed. This is 
manifestly incorrect as even a_ hasty 
glance at the photographs sent out shows 
that the original of the photo was not a 
finished engraving but was a sketched 
composite with solid background. This 
was also true of the 6c airmail, the 
photo being made from an original com- 
prising at least two parts. These photos 
are evidently made from drawings and 
other material, rather than from die 
proofs. 





The stamps on stamped envelopes or 
postal cards are not valid for postage 
unless on the original envelope or card. 
The Post Office will refund the postage 
to original purchasers of envelopes who 
wish to redeem them because of im- 
printing them wrongly or because the 
envelopes are damaged. On Ic postal 
cards the government refunds 3%4c on 
each, providing the cards are entire. 
The refund is not made in cash but in 
other stamps or stamped paper of de- 
nomination of your choice. Occasion- 
ally cut out stamps from cards and 
envelopes are used by pasting them on 
envelopes, but such are passed without 
postage due only by carelessness or ig- 
norance of the clerks.

Canadian Yukon Flight 


The Canadian Post Office Dept. has 
announced that on or about August 4th 
air mail service will be inaugurated be- 
tween Vancouver, British Columbia, and 
White Horse, Yukon Territory, with 
four intermediate stops in British Co- 
lumbia, Williams Lake, Quesnel, Prince 
George and Fort St. John. The Can- 
adian service plans to have ten differ- 
ent cachets in all for first flight mail. 
A different cachet will be used at Van- 
couver on covers to each of the five 
other points, and each of those points 
will have a cachet for mail to Van- 
couver. All covers for all flights must 
be sent to the District Director of Postal 
Services, Vancouver, B. C., bearing clear 
indications of which flights they are for 
and bearing Canadian postage stamps 
of the necessary amount, or a money 
order payable to the Receiver General 
of Canada at Vancouver for such stamps. 
Covers should be addressed to actual 
point of destination and not to cities on 
the new route, as for instance a collector 
in Chicago should address his covers to 
his Chicago address and not at White 
Horse, etc. The rate of postage is 6c 
for the first ounce to all points in the 
U. S., Canada, Great Britain and Ire- 
land. 

Note that this service now links the 
recently inaugurated U. S. air mail route 
in Alaska to the United States by way 
of the already existing Seattle-Van- 
couver route. 





A Bulgarian Puzzle 





Bulgaria is issuing piecemeal, or rath- 
er two at a time a series showing the 
various industries of the country. Curi- 
ously of each design there are two 
printings in slightly different colors, both 
apparently being issued in equal quanti- 
ties and concurrently. No data is forth- 
coming on why this is done.
